Grande  Valley  of  Texas  in  the 
winter,  move  to  strawberry  fields 
in  the  early  spring,  and  to  Arkan¬ 
sas  for  the  fruit  crops  and  can 
ning  activities.  Then  they  will 
move  on  to  Missouri  with  those 
who  work  in  the  apple  orchards. 

There  are  more  than  a  million 
migrants  in  the  territory  served 
by  Southern  Baptists.  Three  mi¬ 
grant  teams  are  but  a  start  in 
this  field  of  service.

The 
workers  are  too  few  and  funds  too 
limited  to  set  up  all  the  migrant 
teams  which  could  be  serving  in 
trailer  camps  and  temporary  hous¬ 
ing  centers  in  harvesting  areas.
